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BRITAIN CALLS 


MILLION INTO 


ARMY SERVICE 


CONSCRIPTION TAKES 
IN MEN FROM 
18 TO 21 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Great Britain was reported to 
have decided yesterday upon con­ 
scription — compulsory military 
service — for more than 1,000,- 
000 men between the ages of 18 
^ a n d 21. 
Although 
the British govern­ 
ment hoped this dramatic prepar­ 
edness move would soften what­ 
ever words Chancellor Hitler 
is 
arranging to speak in his Reichs­ 
tag address Friday, the 
German 
press promptly retorted it would 
make 
"no impression” 
on the 
Reichsfuehrer. 
Semi-official circles in London 
acknowledged that the sudden re­ 
turn of the British ambassador to 
Berlin was to convey 
to 
Hitler 
news of the decision, which was 
made after 
reported 
prompting 
from both France and Russia. 
Minister "Too Busy" 
However, Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung, im portant Berlin news­ 
paper, said "It would be silly to 
believe that the German govern­ 
ment could be surprised" by con­ 
scription "or be dissuaded from 
its 
course 
by 
warnings 
or 
threats." 
The British envoy, Sir Nevile 
Henderson, 
cooled his heels in 
Berlin, failing to get an interview 
with Foreign Minister 
Joachim 
Von 
Ribbentrop. 
A 
spokesman 
said the minister was very busy 
these days, and the British appar­ 
ently were taken at their official 
word that Henderson's return had 
no special significance. 
Britain's conscription decision 
was expected to 
strengthen 
the 
French - British 
alliance 
sod 
smooth the way for Russia’s en- 
# 
trance, with Turkey probably fol­ 
lowing. 
War Budget Raised 
Britain took one other great 
step yesterday iii preparation for 
trouble. 
The 
government 
.an­ 
nounced the 
largest 
peace-time 
budget in British history, 
with 
about half of it to be spent on the 
armed forces and civilian defense. 
It was a budget of £1,320,000,- 
000 ($6,177,600,000), with 
the 
defense costs set at nearly £63 0,- 
000,000 ($2,948,400,000). Chan­ 
cellor of the Exchequer Sir John 
Simon said that even more money 
may be needed for defense. 
To provide this huge sum, the 
government announced new taxes 
on automobiles, 
tobacco, 
sugar, 
and unexposed film, and increased 
levies on estates and incomes of 
more than £2,000 (about $9,360). 
France Checks Propaganda 
The French government press 
ed a campaign 
against 
foreign 
propaganda, 
announcing 
rigid 
press control laws to 
check 
it.

any 
knowledge of it. 
Officers confronted 
the 
hus­ 
band, Charles, with his brother’s 
story, 
and 
Prosecutor 
Murphy 
said the latter

Has Speech Impediment

speech, a maladjustment suffered 
since boyhood, delayed efforts to 
get a coherent 
statement

Brought face to face with his 
brother, Elton spoke to him, the 
prosecutor said, in this manner: 
"Tell the truth. I did. You’ll be 
better off."

of a man who, he said, placed a 
rope around his

separated in December. 
Divorce 
Pr co d in g s » re filed. There was 
a dispute over custody ofc the chil­ 
dren, Mrs. Helen Cassidy regain­ 
ing them from her mother-in-law 
in early February. She took them 
to the home of her

Big Rapids. 
Mrs. Helen Cassidy 
and

children returned to

The husband told 
officers during the investigation 
that there had been a reconcilia­ 
tion.

The nomination was announced 
by Dr. John A. O’Brien, director 
of the Newman Foundation at the 
University of Illinois, which each 
year confers the honor on "an in­ 
dividual who has made an out­ 
standing contribution to the en­ 
richment of American life in the 
fields of science, literature, art or 
statesmanship." 
Dewey, whose name has been 
mentioned frequently in discus- 1 
sionn of Republican presidential 
possibilities, will be given the gold 
medal struck in the memory of I 
the late 
John 
Henry 
Cardinal j 
Newman on May 2. 
The citation read In part: 
"His work in the rehabilitation 
of 
public 
prosecution, 
in 
the 
crushing of rackets, in securing 
the conviction and imprisonment 
of agent of arrogant corruption 
and sinister influence, in girding 
the forces of law and order with 
new vigor and effectiveness. haR 
been one of the most outstanding 
contributions in recent years to 
American life and welfare. 
‘‘Mr. Dewey’s contribution has 
been not only to the citizens of 
New York 
but 
to 
those of the 
whole nation. 
His example has 
been stimulating, infectious and 
inspiring. 
He has served unmis­ 
takable notice upon the malefac­ 
tors who prey upon American life 
and business that there is no place 
for them in our civilization."

vote of 78 to 14, 
R em edy for B itte rn e ss 
Root declared the bill would 
bring about "a return to the fun­ 
damental of government for the 
people by the people.” 
He assert­ 
ed he had no desire to discredit 
any persons who might have domi­ 
nated 
state 
conventions 
in the 
past, but that "as long as we have 
the convention system the rank 
and file will follow leaders.’’ 
Rep. Ate Dykstra, Republican, 
Grand Rapids, said the election of 
Luren D. Dickinson as lieutenant 
governor last fall, proved that po­ 
litical machines lacked powder to 
control nominations by direct pri­ 
mary election. 
He said politicians 
generally o p p o s e d Dickinson’s 
presence on the ticket. 
Dykstra and other speakers in­ 
sisted the proposal would strength­ 
en political parties, rather than 
weaken them.

Lansing, April 25. (/P) — The 
state’s high fiscal officers met to­ 
night to canvass current revenue 
prospects and decided that "there 
is no immediate danger 
of 
the 
state being without funds to meet 
its obligations.” 
State Treasurer Miller Dunckel, 
Auditor General Vernon J. Brown 
and Budget 
Director Grover C. 
Dillman took part in the confer­ 
ence. 
They had before them a 
daily statement of April 24 that 
listed $'.*.280,548 in active cash 
accounts. 
Their problem was to find the 
money to meet the state’s 
mil­ 
lion-dollar payroll at. intervals of 
two weeks between now and July 
I. which will begin a new fiscal 
year. and find additional money 
for the second equal installment 
of the April allocation of state aid 
for public schools, which amounts 
to 
$6,300,000. 
The school pay­ 
ment is due on May 15. 
Collections Increase 
"These 
payments will be mat 
promptly, as well as other accru­ 
ing warrants, because of an an­ 
ticipated receipt of $4,400,000 in 
sales tax revenues on May 15,” a 
joint 
statement 
issued 
by the 
three officials after their conver­ 
sation promised. 
"A survey shows that eventual­ 
ly the state will he close to the 
danger point. However 
efficiency on the part of our tax 
collecting agencies wm a{(j ma_ 
terially in helping the state over 
a possible critical period. 
Collec­ 
tions of gas tax, weight tax and 
sales tax are increasing through 
improved methods of collection. 
"We 
do not favor new taxes, 
scrip or bond issues to solve any 
emergency that may arise. 
The 
surest way to reduce taxes is to 
spend less money. That is what 
the state is attempting to do."

Press)— A budget deficit of $60,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year which 
started March 31 was forecast to­ 
day by Finance Minister Charles 
A. Dunning in his annual budget 
message to the house of commons. 
He estimated r e v e n u e s at 
$490,000,000 and expenditures at 
550,100,000 for the coming year. 
His budget message proposed 
income tax changes designed to 
promote the investment of capital 
in 
productive 
interprise. 
Fore­ 
most of these was a provision 
granting income tax exemptions to 
all 
firms 
starting 
construction, 
plant extension or other Improve­ 
ments within the next year. They 
will be permitted deductions equal 
to not more than IO per cent of 
capital thus spent, the deductions 
to be spread over three years. 
Dunning said the income tax 
provisions were aimed “to pro­ 
mote a substantial expansion of 
employment in heavy construction 
and in the machinery and equip­ 
ment industries” and thereby in­ 
crease the government’s revenues 
as well as lighten the relief bur­ 
dens of the government. 
For the 1938-39 
fiscal 
year, 
which ended March 31, the finance 
minister 
estimated 
an 
over-all 
budget deficit of $55,666,000. This 
was based on expected final reve­ 
nue r e t u r n s of $501,677,000 
against expenditures of $567,343,- 
000 which include an estimated 
$25,000,000 loss on the guaran­ 
teed wheat price. 
The 1937-38 budget deficit was 
$17,715,000.

Still working on the theory that 
the rushing waters of the Escana­ 
ba river hide the fate of Charles

Although as Presi­ 
dent Mr. Taft had pointed out the more 
or less wicked nature of riders and packed

London— In case of a world war, is Rus­ 
sia once more a broken reed upon which to 
lean? 
That is what statesmen and 
military 
leaders in England and France are 
anx­ 
iously asking. 
The two 
great 
western 
democracies would like to be sure that, lf 
Hitler and Mussolini bring about war, they 
would have Russia’s support and they are 
anxious to know just w’hat that support 
would be worth. 
At even the lowest valuation, they feel 
Russia would be more helpful than in the 
last world war. 
In 1914, Russia had few 
industries which could supply rifles, ma­ 
chine guns, cannon, munitions and tanks. 
Today Soviet Russia has made 
consider­ 
e r advances industrially, thanks to 
Its 
various five year plans. 
Not only 
that, 
hut the policy has been to move the great 
vital plants far away from where German 
armies and German airplanes could get at 
them. 
In fact, some of them are in the 
Ural Mountains and even beyond. 
In 1914, Russia could mobilize millions 
of men, but, due to thievery and Jobbery 
in high places, the necessary equipment 
was lacking. 
Later in the war Russian in­ 
fantrymen sent up to the front 
actually 
had to walt until some of the more sea 
Honed troops were shot down. 
Then they 
could pick up the dropped rifles.

army has supplies of arms and munitions

through the whole legislative 
procedure 
anew. 
It has been contended that 
were 
the President empowered to 
strike 
out 
certain items without killing the 
entire 
measure a greater efficiency 
would 
he 
achieved with an important saving of time 
and money. 
The first six Presidents of the 
United 
States exercised the veto power only when 
they believed a measure to be contrary to 
the Constitution 
Andrew Jackson 
was 
the first to use the power to express dis­ 
agreement with the policy of the Congress 
He vetoed bills because he did not 
like 
them, regardless 
of 
any 
constitutional 
questions. 
His 
successors 
returned 
to 
the old theory up until the 
Civil 
War. 
Since then Presidents have followed 
the 
Jackson doctrine and have used the veto 
power for partisan or other 
reasont* 
re­ 
gardless of the question of Constitutional­ 
ity. 
The selective veto principle first comes 
Into practlre In American history through 
the adoption of the Constitution 
of 
the 
Confederacy in 1861. 
The President 
of 
the Confederate States was empowered 
to 
“ veto any appropriation or appropriations 
and approve any appropriations or appro­ 
priations in the same bill.” 
In 1868 the 
constitutions of Georgia and Texas were 
rewritten to include similar powers for the 
Governor* of 
those 
States. 
Today 
39 
States have constitutional provisions em­ 
powering Governor* to make selective ve­ 
toes of item* in appropriation bills while

What English and French military men

guess 
seems to be: 
1200 to 15000 pursuit, planes; 
1500 scouting planes; 
800 fighters; 
4 00 day bombers; and 300 heavy bomb­ 
ers. 
The pursuit planes are said to be 
the 
most modern and fastest of all the 
Rus­ 
sian planes, equal, In fact, to the best any 
other country has. 
Some of these are bas­ 
ed upon the model of the American Curtiss 
Sparrowhawk. 
They 
are 
so 
up-to-date , 
that some of them carry from one to two I 
cannon instead of machine guns. 
*

To the contrary, the scouting planes are 
heavy and slow'. 
New ones are being con­ 
structed which are much better and very 
cheap. 
The fighter planes 
are 
mainly 
monoplanes, some of them 
being 
armed 
with eight machine guns. 
Some of the bombers cannot compare 
with those of Germany and England. The 
best Russian bomber weighs 2 2 tons and 
achieves a speed of 300 milos 
per 
hour 
when flying 20,000 feet up. 
It can carry 
two tons of bombs 1500 miles from 
Its 
base. 
The greatest weakness of the Russian 
air arm is that its aviation factories have 
not yet worked out many types of engines 
suitable for the types of airplanes design­ 
ed by its engineers. 
Many of 
the 
hest 
airplane engines made in Russia are 
on 
American models which they manufacture 
by license.

The senate has completed the Job 
of 
ruining the state civil service bill. So many 
holes have been shot in the act that 
it 
might just have well been repealed. 
In 
fact. 
probably tin* best amendment pro 
posed was t Ii a t of Senator Shea, laiurlum 
Democrat, who facetiously suggested that 
“ no employe of the Michigan shall come 
under this act.” 
Senator Detach, Garden Democrat, 
who 
(ought to save existing eligibility lists for 
state jobs created through competitive ex 
amination, commented 
“No civil 
service 
would be better than lilts farce we have 
Just been through.” 
Senator Dotsch Is correct. 
So many de­ 
partments and institutions have been ex­ 
empted from civil service that no more 
than 8,000 state employes are now cover­ 
ed. All field employes of the conservation 
department, including 400 game and fire 
wardens, are no longer subject to civil ser­ 
vice. and the eligibility lists built up for 
these positions, it is likely, are no longer 
VAI Id 
I 
All the work of the civil service depart 
tuent in building up eligibility lists of some 
2 6,000 persons who have 
proved 
their 
qualifications for state employment 
has 
gone for nothing 
Most of the jobs these 
people ultimately would have filled, it run 
be believed, now will be handed over to 
those who are “right” with the party in 
power. 
It means a return, with few exceptions, 
to the old pernicious spoils system, 
tho 
turnover of thousands of state jobs with 
each change in administration, the payoff 
in i-tate employment to the politically de­ 
serving, the old shakedown of 
state 
em­ 
ployes in the in t e r e s t of party campaign 
funds. 
The act has been ruined, but there 
is 
still time to prevent injustice to those who 
have spent time and money iii preparing 
for civil service examinations, thus, 
who 
have received 
satisfactory 
grades 
and 


have been placed on eligibility lists 
state Jobs. 
Senator Dotsch asserts that there 
are 
26,000 on these lists and emphasizes that 
no one knows their politleal faith. 
It will 
be grossly unfair if these lists are thrown 
overboard and those who took the examin­ 
ations in good faith are robbed of 
their 
chance to gain state employment. Regard­ 
less of what happens to the revised civil 
service act before it finally becomes law, 
the eligibility lists should be preserved, lf 
they are not, some 25,000 men and women 
in the state would have Just 
cause 
to 
march on lousing in protest. 
Due of the smartest men in the country. 
It now appears, is William Brownrigg. for­ 
mer state civil service director, 
who 
re­ 
signed hts position ti) accept a federal civil 
service appointment. 
He must have seen 
the handwriting on the wall, but it is un­ 
likely that even he could have imagined 
that such little respect would have been 
shown for the Michigan act and the work 
accomplished under his direction. 
There were only a few minor defects in 
lite aet that easily could have been 
reme­ 
died by simple amendments. 
Instead 
the 
act has been amended to death and the fu­ 
neral dirge will be the cry of party spoils­

Merry-Go-Round

Washington— There Is a 
long 
chance 
that President Roosevelt will return 
the 
visit of the British King and Queen next 
fall. 
Many ifs are attached to this possibility 
and nothing may come of it. No President 
has ever made suoh a trip, and much as 
Roosevelt loves to kick over precedents, 
this is one that can’t be broken lightly. 
The memory of Woodrow W ilson’s un­ 
happy experience still is too fresh in the 
mind of the country. The wartime Presi­ 
dent journeyed to Europe under entirely 
different circumstances, but with world 
conditions what they are, a 
Presidential 
Junket even for social purposes would be 
certain to arouse suspicions as 
to 
what 
was behind it. 
Certainly the Axis powers would view 
the trip with deep misgivings and charge 
ulterior motives. 
In the end the President’s decision will 
depend on a combination of factors: 
the 
state of Europe, 
public 
sentiment 
at 
home, business trends and 
political 
de­ 
velopments. 
Whether he goes or not, however, it is 
significant that Roosevelt has 
discussed 
the idea with intimates and manifested the 
liveliest interest in the venture. 
It 
ap­ 
peals strongly to all his highly developed 
instincts for drama. Even though it may 
remain only a dream, it is a glamorous 
one that he will mull over 
in 
many

secret moment.

tion's board, that he would accept. 
That ( 
was about 3 P. M. on April 14,

4:30, when the word got around, 
Sears 
Roebuck’s General Robert Wood, who is 
adviser to Harry Hopkins, and 
Senator 
O’Mahouey also accepted invitations. 
GOF House Leader 
Joe 
Martin 
also 
will speak, on “Problems That Persist”. It 
will be one of his rare outside speeches. 
Hopkins will speak if his health permits. 
The American Retail Federation is made 
up of 200.000 retailers, and this will be 
its first convention. Theme of the meeting 
will be the relationship of the retailer to 
national policy. In his speech, Roosevelt 
expects to reveal hit current attitude tow­ 
ard business. 
Note— The Federation was formed 
be­ 
cause some retailers felt they were’nt be­ 
ing adequately represented by 
the 
eco­ 
nomic theories preached by the Chamber 
of Commerce. It is a comparatively new 
organization, founded in April, 1935.

Bicycle Ordinance 
Will Be Enforced, 
Police Chief Says 


Chief of Police Roy Anderson 
announced yesterday that city po­ 
lice officers will make a concert 
ed campaign 
against 
bicyclists 
who violate the city 
ordinance 
regulating the use of bicycles on 
city streets. 
Under the terms of the city or­ 
dinance, cyclists are obliged 
to

Neighbors Protest Per­ 
mit; Matter Tabled 
to Next Meeting 


A heated controversy concern­ 
ing a request by Eugene Forrest 
for a permit to operate a roller 
skating rink on Wolf street de­ 
veloped at the meeting of 
the 
Manistique city council 
Monday 
evening, but no action was taken 
on the matter because of the ab­ 
sence of two of the councilmen, 
and the request was tabled to the 
next meeting. 
W. G. Stephens, spokesman for 
some of the neighbors living

ed against the manner in which

Stephens asserted that the or­ 
gan used at the rink to furnish 
music for skaters is "so loud it 
can be heard all the way to Lake 
side,” and impeached the roller 
rink as a breeding place for de­ 
linquency. 
He further declared 
that the rink management had 
catered to the "riff-raff of the 
county.” 
Councilman 
Harry 
Abramsen 
took exceptions to remarks made 
by Stephens, and a 
heated 
ex­ 
change followed. 
Abramsen as­ 
serted that he had investigated 
conditions at the roller rink on 
several occasions, 
and 
is 
con­ 
vinced that the rink offers a much 
more wholesome place of amuse­ 
ment for young people than the 
taverns, to which he said youth 
would otherwise be attracted. 
Forrest defended his manage­ 
ment of the roller rink, declared 
he has fully cooperated with city 
officials and denied that rowdy­ 
ism Is tolerated at the rink. 
Several girls, patrons of 
the 
rink in past years, also appeared 
before the council upon behalf of 
the amusement center, and urged 
that the permit be granted. 
Henry Powers appeared before 
the council to request that water 
service be extended from Mani­ 
stique avenue to Saginaw street, 
but wras informed that the cost 
for such extension would be pro­ 
hibitive.

CITY FOR FINES 


State 
Auditor 
Declares 
County Should Get 
Monies 


A bill for $629 claimed as the 
balance due the county for fines 
claimed erroneously turned over 
to the city of Gladstone by jus­ 
tices of peace has been rendered 
by County Treasurer Ralph Ol­ 
sen in accordance with a resolu­ 
tion adopted at the last meeting 
of the board of supervisors. 
The statement was read at Mon­ 
day night’s meeting at the city 
commission. 
In all, total of $6,744.75 has 
been turned into the 
Escanaba 
and 
Gladstone 
city 
treasuries 
which, according to the state au­ 
ditor, the cities have no right to. 
In the state auditor’s report of 
Dec. 7, 1938, the following state­ 
ment appears: 
"The admitted custom preval­ 
ent in determining whether cer­ 
tain penal violations are ‘city’ or 
‘county’ cases is that if the de­ 
fendant pays the fine and costs 
same is considered a city 
case, 
otherwise if arrest is made under 
similar conditions and 
on 
the 
same offense and defendant does 
not pay fine and costs, such is a 
county case with 
all 
expense 
chargeable to the county. We be­ 
lieve this practice to be a violation 
of the intent of the law, it having 
been ruled that the county is in 
no way liable for costs resulting 
from prosecutions 
for 
offenses 
against city ordinances. As a re­ 
result of designation ‘city cases’ 
those violations which 
in our 
opinion are penal violations, $6,- 
744.75 in fines has been turned 
into the Escanaba and Gladstone 
city 
treasuries. 
A statement of 
such cases listing amounts, of- 
ense, etc., is provided 
herewith, 
which amounts 
are 
due 
Delta 
county for school library distribu­ 
tion, from the respective cities.” 
In 
the 
statement 
rendered, 
County Treasurer Olsen 
presents 
lists of cases on which claims are 
based. Grouped are fines handled 
by former Justice A. T. Sohlberg 
amounting to $274, Justice A. W. 
Strom $88 and O. 
C. 
Estenson 
$267. 
City Attorney G. W. Jackson Is 
of the opinion that the county is 
powerless to recover the money. 
"As a question of law I do not see 
a possibility of the county collect­ 
ing,” said Atty. Jackson. He said 
on the face of facts it didn’t ap­ 
pear fair to take the fines when 
available and leave the 
county 
caring for all costs and expenses 
entailed in cases where the fines 
were not paid, but that on 
the 
other hand the cities maintained 
police forces at considerable ex­ 
pense and that this cut the cost 
of maintaining law and order in 
the county.

Manager A. F. Raddant 
was advised to write 
Treasurer 
Olsen acknowledging
